Execution of David Lewellen Beck.

The crowd of sight-seers that is 

ebbing out of this village, and loss 

itself and its noise in the strange 

and awful silence of the toreet, 

orrespondent writes, gathered 
to witness the hanging of David 
Beck for the murder of William

About two years ago Mr. David L. 
Beck, then a quiet citizen of Chat- 
>oga, was arrested by Mr. Shan 
constable for the district in whi 
he lived. His neighbors were i 
tonished at the arrest but inquiry 
developed the fact that Beck 
before coming to Chattooga had been 
charged with robbing ihe gold boxes 
ot the mines around Dahlonega, 
Lumpkin county. Mr. Shanlin hear- 
ing of this charge had arrested Beck, 
and prepared to carry him to Dalf. 
lonega. 

As they were leaving Chattooga, 
it was discovered that Beck 
leav ng his wife in a destitute con- 
dition, and some creditors unprovis 
ded fcr.

His case 
was carried to the supreme court, 
and he had all the rights of defense 
that the law allows. At length, the 
last day approached, and an appeal to 
the governor was all that waB left the 
friends of the doomed man. His 
devoted wife, backed by a few 
friends, made earnest, anl pathetic 
appeals to the governor, but all in 

Up to the very hour of execution 
to-day, however, a sickening anxiety 
—a terrible hope was logded in the 
breasts of the condemned man and 
hi< friends. It was hoped up to th 
very last moment, that a reprievi 
would be granted, and anxious 
eyes looked adown the road, hoping 
t..r the dust of the courier be 
a reprieve Or commutation. All this 
was vain, however. The inexorable 
end hurried on, and the sheriff made 
preparations for the ghastly perfor- 
mance. The crowd was enormous, 
and very eager.

Col. Boyd points out, in his judj 
ment, the defects and evils of the 
Constitution, and suggests several 
changes which should, in his opin 
be made.

T0THE PEOPLE OF THE 32u SENA- 
TORIAL DISTRICT OF GEORGIA 
COMPOSED OF THE COUN- 
TIES OF WHITE LUMP- 
KIN AND DAWSON. 

According to an act of the last 
Legislature you are called upon to 
meet at your respective election pre- 
'ncts on the 12th day of June next 
id cast your vote for Convention 
r no Convention, as you may see 
proper. At the same time and on 
the same ticket you can vote for such 
delegates to the Convention as you 
may choose. As your Senatorial 
District is only entitled to two dele- 
gates, it would be improper to put 
ore than two names on each ticket. 
The object ot this Convention s 
revise and adopt a new Consti- 
tution and secure a better and cheap- 
government if possible for ours 
selves and posterity. 

I here give you briefly the reasons 
why I favor the call for a convention, 
and some of the amendments which 
ought to be made a cording to my 
judgement. 

In the first place the Constitution 
of 1868 under which we now li e 
was dictated and adopted by milita- 
ry co-ercion, by men, a majority of 
whom had no interest in common 
with you nor any sympathy for you — 
mere carpetbaggers seeking to make 
money out of you. Thousands of 
the grey-headed fathers of the 
try were not even permitted to vote 
on the issue presented at that '' 
Hence, that Constitution is not yours 
by consent or adoption. 

In the next place it is obpetiona 
ble on account of many obnoxious 
provisions in it, and a failure to re- 
strict the power of the Legislature 
in unwise and expensive legislation, 
both local and general. 

It requires too much money to run 
i he State Government under the 
present Constitution and laws. Gov. 
Bullock and his cosadjutors who pro- 
jected the present system of governs 
ment built it on too expensive a 
plan for the pockets of our people. 
It creates a necessity for heavy taxs 
ation; hence Gov. Smith and his 
three Democratic Legislatures all 
promised us " retrenchment and res 
form," but if any difference our taxes 
kept increasing. Tben Gov. Colquitt, 
who I think is a good man, and his 
Legislature promised us great res 
trenchment and reform, but they 
have all failed, and our tax bills ac- 
cording; to the Tax Act of the late 
Legislature will be heavier the 
present year than ever before. 

The only difference I can see be- 
tween the Bullock administration 
and the Democratic administrations 
since, is in the amount o stetlairi ; 
let it be said t> the honor of the 
Democratic administrpticn that they 
have not so openly robbed the peos 
pie as the Bullock regime did. 

Before the war the taxable property 
of Georgia was over five hundred 
millions "of dollars, now it is only 
about half that sum; whi'st we ae 
pa^int,' now annually about one-third 
more to have the Government ad- 
ministered. B fore the war our St 't-e 
X was one-tenth of one per cent, it 
now four tenths of one per cent. 
Why is this? There may be other res 
mote causes but the immediate causes 
are too much legislation, too many 
offices and too high salaries 

What's the remedy? Well, we 
_^nnoi reasonably look for any from 
the Governor and the Legislature, 
for ever since Bullock departed they 
have been promising us relief, but 
no relief has come. I will not speak 
harshly here, either of our Gover 
" Legislators, many of them 
)d and wise men, but 
enough so to contr 1 legislation, 
under the present Constitution n 
allowance must be made in then- 
ar. 

In my opinion, our only chance 
for cheaper and better Government 
is in a convent on of the people 
through delegates cho en by th m- 
selv. s, without excitement, passion 
or prejudice. And when inch dele- 
gates assemble they should be 
guided by the same rules of caution 
and with wise and calm deliberation 
frame a Consiitution for the good 
government of the people of Geo gia 
and their children's children p i haps 
for generations. This Constitution 
should then be submitted to the 
voters of the State for ratification 
or rejection. 

In this connection let me say here 
now the colored people of our State 
should be allowed all the rights and 
privileges they are now entitled to 
under the Constitution and law?. 
They need our sympathy and pro- 
tecion. 

The following are some of the 
amendments and provisions which I 
would favor with all my pow< 
necessary to be incorporated i 
new Constitution. 

First. Restrict the legislature to 
■ to 



to pay, I would say let them have 
five dollars per day and ten cents 
nileage. They heretofore voted 
hemselves seven dol ars per day and 
25 cents mileage. 

Prohibit the Legislature from all 
merely local legislation, and*remit 
to the courts where it can be 
more conveniently done with less 
expense. In the foregoing items 
we would save about one hundred 
id fifty thousand dollars every two 
years. 

Second. Reduced every salaried 
officer of the State one-fourth, from 
the Governor down. Equalize and 
reduce the commissions of Tax Re- 
ivers and Collectors likewise, and 
is would save $100,000 per annum. 
Third. Abolish all needless offices, 
such as Attorney- General, State 
School Commissioner, &c. Let the 
Governor and State House officers 
distribute the School Fund without 
. nission or eompensatio", and 
let the money designed for the edu 
ca;ion of the children of the State go 
to their use without being absorbed 
in passim/ through the hands of so 
many paid officers. Abolish our 
present clumsy common school sys- 
tem and adopt in lieu thereof a few 
simple enactments that will make 
the system practicable and cheap, so 
that the funds set apart for educa 
tional purposes may go to the ben> s 
fit of the children of the State. >nch 
a system of public education should 
be sustainel and fostered. 

If the foregoing suggestions were 
adopted, it would save to the tax 
payers about $50,000 per annum. 
Fourth. Restore the righ' of ap- 
eal trials in the Superior Court, and 
thereby save ihe costs and expenses 
of going too often to the S'uprem; 
Court. Abolish two of the judges 
of the Supreme Court; one caii d> 
the work, and is m >re likely to be 
consistent with his own decision. 

Fifth. Abolish the Constitutional 
Homestead of 1868 as detrimental 
to debtor and creditor, adopt the old 
exemption law of 1822 with its 
amendments, which gives reasonble 
protection to the debtor and his 
family, and of which every creditor 
in Georgia has had fifty years notice. 
The property under this law can be 
sold conveniently for the benefit of 
the family, or it may be inherited ; 
but the Homestsad under the laws 
of 1868 can neither be sold or inher- 
ited. Indeed, it is a kind of unavail- 
able property which neither the own- 
or the courts can satisfactorily 
dispose of. 

Sixth. Shorten all terms of State 
and county officers for two years 
only. Elect all at once and have no 
more elections. If they have been 
fatthful the people will retain them, 
if not, two years is long enough to 
be troubled with them. 

These are briefly my views on the 
points suggested. At the request 
of some friends I am ready to serve 
you to the best of my ability as a 
delegate in the Convention, if one is 
called, if you should see proper to 
elect me to that high and responsi- 
ble position. 

If other gentlemen of the District 
hose views are more in accordance 
ith your own, and in whose wis- 
dom and patriotism you have more 
confidence shall be elected, I shall 
be satisfied with having made an 
honest effort to relieve you and my- 
self from the effects of unfriendly 
legislation and heavy taxation.

Cnastain told us that for several 
ears he had noticed that the corn 
on the spot where the coffin was 
found was more luxuriant than in any 
other portion of the field, and that 
one day while ploughing over this 
spot he noticed that the ground be 
neath was hollow by the sound, 
which excited his curiosity so much 
that he determined to see what it 
was, and io this end dug down until 
lie came to a coffin, which he des 
scribes as being in the i-hape of an 
egg shell, and contained some corn, 
egg shells and b ne^, supposed to be 
the bones of an Indian. The coffin

the inside cf the coffin was burnt 
also. The prevalent idea among the 
people here is that the body and 
the inside of the coffin was saturated 
with some kind of inflammatory ma- 
terial, then hermetically sealed up 
with mud, after having first been set 
on fire, and the corn was put in 
with the coi pse as a sacrifice to some 
deity. This, however, we do not 
think to be the correct theory, 
well known to many that it is 
torn among the Indians when any 
of their tribe died to put all theii 
effects in the coffin with them, tc 
last them on their journey to th; 
happy hunting grounds. They look 
upon death as a journey, and they 
provided food for their departed 
friends, until they get to the end of 
their journey. So it is very natural 
to suppose that this olJ Indian had 
some corn, and that is why this bij 
coffin was made to put him and the 
corn both in. I omitted to state the 
s ze of the coffin : it wag about si) 
feet long, and there was in the cot 
fin about five bushels of corn. In 
regard to the burnt appear, nee of 
the corn, we think that time and des 
composition of the body was the 
principal cause, otherwise the egg 
shells would have been entirely con-

He 
could not restrain his pen, and a let- 
ter in the latest number of the Chi- 
cago Times that has come to hand, 
gives his views on the subject of 
gold mining. He thinks Dahlonega 
offers better inducements than Deads 
wood. He shows how deceptive 
"pocket mines" are — that quartz 
s the only reliance. He 
then shows what the Georgia mines 
have produced. The estimate, he 
:ays, that places the Georgia pro- 
duct at forty millions in twe 
years is by no means extravagi 
After stating what the stamp mills 
in and near Dahlonega are actually 
doing, he adds: 

The quartz loads in this section 
are very numerous. I speak from 
personal experience, having visited 
within a twelvemonth the gold re- 
gion of Northeast Georgia. During 
my stay there I saw an old mine, out 
of which several hundred thousand 
dollars had formerly been taken, re- 
opened, and out of a "pocket" in the 
vein $300 was taken in a single pan- 
ful of ore. A ton of this pocket ore 
would yield $30,000. Oi 
these incidents are rare, and 
really do not advance the gold in. 
terest, for extravagant hopes are 
aroused, and these not being fulfill- 
ed the reaction is injurious to all 
concerned. But there are 
quartz from four inches to five feet 
thick, in which more or less gold 

11 be found in every ton of 
The extremes range from fifty cents 
to as many dollars per ton. But 
there is a reliable average which 
ill afford a basis of calculate 
hich is really more certain than 
almost any business in these " hard 
times." 

The people of Georgia and of the 

hole South have been struggling 

ith difficulties which only cool and 

dispassionate minds elsewhere can 

properly appreciate. The struggle 

has been for existence, and the de- 
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•enders it impossible for them to en- 
gage to any large extent in quartz 
mining. But they cordially welcome 
honest' and worthy men from every 
section of our country whose purpose 
to attend to legitimate business 
of any kind. Large capitalists in 
the north, east and west have suffer- 
ed loss by the non-employment of 
their means. Here, in the heart of 
the South, accessible by railroads 
from all directions, is a gold region 
in the compass of thirty miles square, 
,' : -h can Yield $500,000,000 of gold 
loot deep, «,«,,.. ~^ fthundred 
comparatively idle. 

If these mines were in the Black 
Hills, and life and fortune were 
staked upon reaching them, it would 
be easy to excite public attention to 
them. It is time that the foolish 
stories of southern antipathy to 
northern men were laid aside for- 
ever; they have served their purpos- 
es, and are now too well understood 
to frighten any one. A Chica;
